Columbus, Sept. 28.—Although be 


has not investigated the merits of 
the case in detail, Attorney General 
Hogan said today that he is inclined 
to the belief that the off ice-of. Justice 
of the peace.was not abolished by the 
constitutional amendment voted on 
Sept. 3. "Great stress," said Mr. 
Hogan, "was placed on the form of 
the ballot, which was as 
follows: 


'Abolition of justices of the peace in 
certain cities.' 
Under head-of Ar- 


ticle 4. Section 9 agrees -with:Judge 
Peck, that Section 9 is ample au- 
thority for a continuation of justices 
of the peace without reference 
to 


other articles." Section 9-says that 
justices of the peace shall be elected 
and according to Mr. Hogan, it is ap 
to the legislature to 
determine 


whether the office shall be continued 
or abolished.

and this is the kind that stands back 
and says. *Sve don't believe in reviv- 
als.* How can yoa expect anyone to 
believe in something he knows noth- 
ing about?''

A great need of the coun- 
try is personal righteousness and 
there is only way to get thai. I would 
that some of the pothouse politician* 
who go around over the country wor-

Jesus Christ. 


"The early Christians didn't care 


for large houses. They knew that 
they were the aristocracy of eternity.

When it became popular, it be- 
gan to lose its power." 
. The speaker then called attention 
to the fact that when a young man 
seeks employment he is seldom ask- 
ed his college attainments, but 
the 


dominant question of al! employers 
is, 'What church to do belong to?* 


Ice Cream Society. 


"The reason why we have a lot of 


people who are just 'simply church 
•members,* is because of the desire for 
social prestige and social 'standing," 
added Dr. Lyon. "A woman once told 
me that -no one could belong to the 
social set that didn't belong to a cer- 
tain church.' She belonged to 
the 


cream of society, wiefe jwe find so 
many people that are so cold and 
stiff that they are almost ice cream. 


•'The fact that/many peoplie have 


gone into the cKureh for 
financial 
reasons is evident. They are always 
around at the church bazaars, the 
biggest toads in the puddle. But 
•wien it comes- to saving souls they 
are never to be found. 
They 
are 


creatures of flesh and blood and nev- 
er born of God's spirit. When the 
church got rich it got stingy, and it 
•was never more stingy than now." 


Dr. Lyon provoked considerable 
laughter by his tale of a family who 
said they were going to save $20 for 
missions, 'when it was known 
that 


•they had just bought a new automo- 
bile and were paying "a Frenchman 
with an unpronounceable name $100 
a month to run it." 


Had the Appendicitis. 


There was nothing too good for 


the Christians in the early days of 
Ohio, said the evangelist, as he con- 
trasted the difference in the spirit- 
ual attitude of the peoplie of then 
and now. 'jXow you've sold your 
farm for $150 an acre and moved to 
town and play bridge -and have ap- 
pendicitis—trying to break into 'sas- 
siety.' " he declared. "Now you have 
no room, for anybody, and you know 
that it is true that when your church 
has some convention 
and 
your 


preacher wants you to entertain a 
visitor, that you squeeze up 
your 
purse strings tighten and your "soul 
begins to shrink and shrivel as you 
say that you 'have no room.' 
Say, 
aren't you ashamed of yourselves?" 


Put Up or Shut Up. 


The revival pointed oat the insuf- 


ficiency in the spirit of churches that 
only give 60 cents per capita to mis- 
sions each year—one-sixth of a cent 
a day. "Suppose a man would pav 
S75 for a beaver coat for himself 
and then would bring home a |2.5^ 
sacque for his wife and tell her, 'Oh, 
how I love yon. Mary Ann!' 


"My friend, either dig up and give 


more than one-sixth of a cent a dav 
for sending tae gospel of 
Chris't 


around the world, or stop singing 
'Christ for the world.! Either put up 
or shut up!" 


Dr. Lyon related the story of the 


old Scotch minister who told 
bis 


parishioners: "We have tried 
to 
raise money honestly for the church 
and now ws have failed. 
Xow we 
are ging. to try dishonesty.'' "We 
have tried all kinds of things and 
they haven't panned out well. Xow 
we are going to try the sospel of 
Jesus Christ. The church is going to 
have more religion prettv soon or it 
is going to have less. 


You'll Have To Keep Going:. 
"It is like riding a bicycle slowly. 


You have to keep going or you're go- 
ing to fall off. 


"We have seen the revival flames 


burning in Wales, Sweden, Xorth 
Germany and through India. China 
and Korea. Xow we are going to see 
the fires lighted all over America. 
There has never been a time when 
there has been such a heart hunger 
in the lives of the godly pastors of 
this country for a genuine revival as 
there is now. "We are going to have 
a sweeping revival or our civilization 
is doomed." 


He then told of the great Student 


Volunteer movement, where 7000 of 
the choicest young men and women 
took the gospel into foreign fields.

and it was with their hearts beating 
time to the sentiment of Mrs. Pow-

prayer, '-Unanswered Yet." 


"Why 
are not more prayers an- 


swered?" asked Dr. Lvon in 
the 


course of his sermon. "Let E»e tell 
you, 
the disciples 
recognized that 


there 
was a relationship between 


their Masterfs prayers and his works. 
If we find out the secret of his pray- 
ers, 
we will find out the secret of 


Ms works. 


Rather Be a Prayer. 


"Prayer is important because it is 


a definite command of the scripture. 
It is important because of the as- 
sociation it has with the Almighty. 
Jt is important because of the exam- 
ples of holy men in the sc-riptare 
who were great men because 
they 


were great with God first. 
I'd lots 


rather be a great prayer than the 
greatest preacher in the world. 
"Prayer is also important because 


of its results." maintained the speak- 
er. "How many of us can look back 
over our lives and see examples of 
where the Lord has sent his angels 
to watch over us. 
"Prayer is important for healing. 


I believe in -divine healing." added 
the speaker. "Xo doctor ever' heals 
the body. Tliev help get the condi- 
tions right and God does the heal- 
ing. I don't want to do away with 
doctors, but I do want to do away 
with ungodly doctors. A man has no 
more business to practice medicine 
without the love of God in his heart 
than to preach without it. Xo man 
can do more good in a community 
than a Christian doctor, and no nsan 
can do more of the devil's work than 
an ungodly doctor. Xo doctor, until 
he takes the Great Physician as his 
model, is really fitted to help heal. 
Lots of doctors ought to be behind 
the bars." 


Hits at -Christian -Science. 


Dr. Lyon then criticised the doc- 


trines of Christian Science. Mrs. Ed- 
dy had no more right to mix her 
mental healing with divine healing 
and call It a religion, than 
Jenner 


would have to call vaccination a re- 
ligion. "The doctrine is neither re- 
ligion, nor is it science. Jesus Christ 
along has the power to heal the body 
and the soul." he said. 
The speaker next 
showed 
that 


prayer Is Important because it brings 
the blessings of the Holy 
Spirit. 


"Prayer is not a monologue; it is a 
dialogue," claims Dr. Lyon. 
"It is 


God talking with you and you talking 
to God."' He then likened prayer to 
a long distance wireless telephone, 
where 
one enters a booth—apart 


from people—and. talks with 
bis 


Maker. 
"When you pray, shut the 
door. 


Even then the serpent will try 
to 


get his ugly head in and lead you 
away. 
Shut the door:'' 


The revivalist then declared 
that 


he did not intend doing away with 
public prayer. "Simply retire into 
the inaer chamber of your soul and 
there talk with God. 


Don't Be a IJazy Prayer. 


"Prayer must be concise. Lots of 


persons 
who pray 
long In public 


pray very little in private. Be defin- 
ite. 
Ask for something. 
Lots of 


people pray and then, five minutes 
later, they don't know what 
they 


asked for. 


"To have answers to your prayer, 


you must forgive men their trespass- 
es. 
Yours must be a clean life. 


There is "a principle in law that he 
would get equity must 
do equity. 


Clean hands and a true heart must 
be yours if prayer is to be answered. 
"Prayers must be in 
accordance 


with God's will. 
Too many people 


make prayer a pack horse and then 
wonder why they don't get any an- 
swers to their pieadinss. You have 
no right to talk to God about a man 
if you are not willing to talk tvith 
that man about God.'' 


The speaker closed with a plea for 


remembrance that God is a person- 
ality. "That's -where -Christian Sci- 
ence loses out and becomes 
very 


close to atheism. Jesus said. -"Pray 
to your father."' You can't nray 
to 'goodness' or to tbe flowers. You 
must pray to something 
tangible. 


You must not only pray for the right 
things, but yon must come to God in 
the name of Christ,

when you go in the name of Jusus.
